For Syncom 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Space 
agency officials plan to jockey 
Syncom-3 into the world’s first 
“ stationary” orbit by Oct. I, IO 
days before it is called on to 
relay the Olympic Games in 
Japan. 
Alton E. Jones, chief of the 
communications satellite project 
for 
the 
National 
Aeronautics 
and 
Space 
Administration 
(NASA), said Friday the satel­ 
lite launched Wednesday had at­ 
tained an orbit a “little on the 
high side.” 
However, he said that it was 
still “ very close” to its proper 
alignment with the Equator. 
The high point of its orbit 
was 23.550 statute m iles. Its low 
point was 21,235 statute m iles. 
Telemetry and command sys­ 
tems 
were 
working 
“ quite 
w ell,” Jones said. 
In a press conference on Syn­ 
com ^ progress, Jones said the 
moonlet was in an orbit that 
left 
scientists 
with 
plenty of 
tim e to maneuver it into a pos­ 
ition 
where 
it 
would 
be 
“parked.” 
Once it is “on station,” the 
space 
officials 
said 
Syncom 
could be kept there for years. 
Under the present plan, the 
Olympic telecast will be beamed 
to Syncom-3 by a transmitter 
at Kashima, Japan, and will be 
relayed to a Navy station at 
Point Mugu, Calif., then pilled 
into North American television 
networks.

On Neshaminy High School Addition 
Redesigning Could Save $300,000, Levinson Says 


Law rence Levinson, a Demo­ 
cratic m em ber of the Middle­ 
town Township School Board, 
estim ated 
$300,000 
could

saved on building costs by re­ 
designing the proposed additions 
to Neshaminy High School. 
A bond issue for $3,070,000 to 
be paid over 36 years and IO 
months was passed by the Ne­ 
shaminy Joint School Board on 
Tuesday in order to finance the 
project. 
Levinson, 
who voted against 
the m easure, stated, “ Redesign­ 
ing could probably sav e the tax­ 
payer at least $20,000 a year 


when interest rates are includ­ 
ed. Even more important, that 
additional sum could be spent 
for educating our children rath­ 
er than be spent needlessly for 
these extravagant facilities.” 
Levinson, who is a member 
of the building and m aintenance 
com m ittee 
of 
the 
Neshaminy 
Joint Board, pointed out that the 
board passed the m easure in 
spite of the failure of the com ­ 
mittee 
to 
recommend 
accep­ 
tance. 
“ Atter long and serious con­ 
sideration, the m ajority of the 
regular m em bers of the com ­ 


mittee determined that taking 
the time to have the facilities 
redesigned would not cause any 
significant additional undue hard­ 
ships 
to the educational 
pro­ 
gram ,” he said. 
According 
to Levinson, 
the 
111,000 square feet of addition 
will cost at least $3.50 more 
per square foot than the archi­ 
tect originally estim ated. This 
would bring the total cost to 
$15 per square foot for the gen­ 
eral construction alone. 
By his calculation, this m ade 
the school buildings more ex­ 
pensive than any other in the 


Northeastern United States.

Daytime Serial Role 'Great'

Actress On ‘Search For Tomorrow' 3,300 Times

NEW YORK (UPI) — The life 
of a daytime serial actress in tele­ 
vision is vastly different from that 
of a Hollywood movie actress. I 
know because I swapped one life 
for the other. 


Before I became the Joanne Tate 
of “Searc h For Tomorrow” on the 
CBS television network, I had good 
roles in some 40 motion pictures, 
including “The Hucksters,” “The 
Girl From Jones Beach,” “Adven­ 
tures Of Don Juan,” 
“Thunder- 
hoof,” etc.

It was great, it was glamorous. 
It was all the things a girl from 
Tulsa, Okla., ever dreamed of. Jo­ 
seph Pasternak of MGM, who had 
signed me for films, thought I was 
out of my head to leave Hollywood 
when things were going so well for 
me, but he conceded that not 
everyone wants the same things 
out of life. 


I wanted something other than 
the Hollywood glamour, the jolt of 
overnight fame, the psychological 
frostbite of secret insecurity. So 
what did I get instead? 


Give or take a few broadcasts, 
I’ve played the role of Joanne 
Tate 
about 
3,300 
times 
since 
“Search For Tomorrow” made its 
debut Sept. 3, 1951. 


Five evenings a week I take a 
script home and memorize some 
15 pages of dialogue, action and 
direction. Monday night I’m bon­ 
ing up for Tuesday’s performance; 
Tuesday night for Wednesday’s, 
and so on through Friday. 


The evening script study isn’t 
time - consuming. I seldom need 
more than half an hour to get the 
material memorized. Then begins 
that more complicated, completely 
abstract process of figuring out 
how to perform what I’ve memo­ 
rized.

This is an odd, hardly describ­ 
able labor that goes on in one 
neighborhood of my mind after an­ 
other, consciously at some mo­ 
ments sub-consciously at others, 
until air time the next day. It’s 
what you might call my private 
five-evening-a-week search for my 
own tomorrow. 


But don’t start feeling sorry for 
me. I’m not hung up with a big 
grind. In the first place, my work­ 
ing day in the studio is quite short 
— from 9 a.m. to I p.m., including 
15 minutes to remove my televi­ 
sion makeup. That gives me a lot 
of time every day to go about my 
private business, simultaneously 
and inseparably, as Mary Stuart 
and Mrs. Richard Krolick, actress, 
citizen, taxpayer, housewife and 
mother all rolled into one.

There are many gratifications. 
The greatest of these is the daily 
chance to work out new shadings 
of personality and behavior por­ 
trayal that are needed to keep a 
serialized character in top dram a­ 
tic trim after 13 years on the air. 


The cast of “Search For Tomor­ 
row” and actors in other daytime 
serials are performing for much 
more sophisticated and critical au­ 
diences than the radio actors on 
such shows in the 1930’s and 1940’s. 


This is reflected in the kind of 
mail we get from our viewers and 
in our personal encounters with 
them. The letters, more often than 


not, are simply and intelligently 
written. The comments are brief 
and to the point, almost as if the 
writer did not want to impose on 
our time by a long, detailed out­ 
pouring of feeling or opinion. 


The personal encounters, in res- 
tuarants, stores or theater lobbies, 
have the quality of simple polite­ 
ness that adults can expect from 
each other rather than the wide­ 
eyed reaction of the “fan” who 
finds herself facing a “star.”

When my day’s television work 
is done, on cam era and at home, 
I still have time before Cynthia, 9, 
and Jeff, 7, get home from school 
to take a guitar lesson, keep my 
singing voice in trim for the chil­ 
dren’s records I’m making this 
summer with pianist Barbara Car­ 
roll, or work on a children’s book 
which I hope will turn out to be 
good enough to submit to a pub­ 
lisher. 


In a world full of uncertainties, 
some of which are portrayed in 
detail on “Search For Tomorrow,” 
I suppose I ought to take 'careful 
account of the disadvantages of be­ 
ing a daytime serial actress. I’m 
sure that there must be some, but 
offhand I can’t think of any. Jo­ 
anne Tate should have it so good!

in less time,” she said. ‘‘So I was 
leery, wondering how you can do 
as good a job. 
‘‘But I found on this show that 
we take as 
much time on the 
scenes as we need to. And we don’t 
have much time between scenes. 
‘‘If I’m going to get up early and 
go to work, I want to work. You 
know how everybody says, ‘wait 
until you do a television show, you 
work from eight o’clock in the 
morning until eight at night with 
no time off.’

NEW YORK — George Jessel — 
not Al Jolson — was the original 
choice to play the lead in “The 
Jazz Singer,” the first talking 
movie ever made, film producer 
Jack L. Warner revealed today. 
“ To this day, Jessel is still burn­ 
ing over the collapse of this deal. 
He would have been remembered 
in history as the first actor to utter 
words on a movie screen,” Warner 
stated in the first installment of 
his autobiography in the Septem­ 
ber issue of McCall’s magazine. 
Jessel signed for $30,000 to play 
the lead in ‘‘The Jazz Singer,” the 
1927 movie that rocketed Jolson to 
fame, said Warner. But Jessel 
backed out at the last minute over 
a salary dispute, according to 
Warner, who stated in the maga­ 
zine:

But he knew about 
our plans for the special singing 
and dancing in “ The Jazz Singer” ) 
“ ‘I want IO grand more,’ he said

out and I’ll give you a binding 
letter.’ 
“ The letter first, then I come 
out,’ he said stubbornly. I was sud- 
I said. ‘If you can’t take my word, 
let’s forget the whole thing.’ He 


said, ‘All right, the deal’s off.’ and 
hung up,” said Warner.

Jessel would have received for

“But I’ve got a couple of young 
kids and I would be coming out 
here all the time from New York 
because this is where the work is.

So I 
thought I should give him some 
years of stability. We’re moving 
out here to live.”

Klugman is a serious perform­ 
er. He’s determined not to become 
professionally indolent, falling in­ 
to the rut that he believes can 
overcome an actor who lives the 
easy Hollywood life of big houses, 
swimming pools and convertibles. 


Not all actors live that way, but 
Klugman is convinced that such 
an existence could be ruinous. 


“I won’t have it,” he said. ‘ I 
think ifs stagnating. I like the ex­ 
citement, the challenges in life, 
a new play, a new movie. I like 
this series because it makes me 
come in here and break my back.

“The life of an artist is one of 
continual growth. You never stand 
still. A lot of guys I know sit back, 
the money rolls in and they get 
that big house.
